Pecora, referring to a previous

Jim Clark, 30 years‘old, was serv- 
ing a life term for bank robbery 
when he made the break Tuesday. 
Dopson, 18 years old, was sentenced 
from Cherokee County, Kan., for 
automobile theft. 

Blair and Miss Braithwaite said 
the two men talked about “bump- 
ing them off” as a means of get- 
ting rid of them, but decided 
against it.

f the men said, according 
to —8 that he was in the group 
of convicts who kidnaped a Kansas 
City ‘(Kan.) woman, her daughter 
and another young woman and took 
their sedan. He also told Blair, “2 
had to kill a bull.” Blair believes 
he referred to the slaying early yes- 
terday of Otto L. Durkee, Chetopa, 
Kan., night watchman. 

If the two men identified them- 
selves correctly, this was Dopson 
as Clark was originally with the 
group of six convicts which kid- 
naped Warden Kirk Prather and 
two guards, later releasing them 
near Welch, Ok. The 11 convicts 
divided after getting outside the 
prison walls, Dopson going with the 
five who seized the three Kansas 
City (Kan.) women as hostages. 

From their conversation, Blair 
said, the two convicts apparently 
had separated a short time before 
from others of the group. One of 
the men, he said, made a remark 
to the other concerning “leaving 
our pals.” Blair said he understood 
the men to say they had been in 
some sort of “jam” and had sep- 
arated. 

“Don’t Intend to Get Caught.” 

Both men, he said, showed him 
blisters on their hands, caused, they 
told him, by sliding down a rope 
from the prison wall. One of them 
told Biair, “We don’t intend to get 
caught. If we do, they'll tie us up 
by our thumbs for 30 days.” 

Blair and Miss Braithwaite were 
standing neac a spring east of 
Seneca when the two men accosted 
them.- The man who idertified him- 
self as Clark produced a large pis- 
tol and said, according to Blair: 
“We want you and we're going to 
take you and your car. Just be 
good and it'll be all right.” Blair 
said the other man also was armed. 

The four then drove east and la- 
ter stopped at a cafe near Neosho, 
where the two men purchased sand- 
wiches. One of the men, according 
to Blair, wanted to release the two 
victims there, but the other, Clark, 
objected, saying “I’ve got my mind. 
made up. We'll have to get rid of 
them.” Blair said it was then that 
he began to fear for their safety. 

At a filling station east of Neo- 
sho, the two men halted the car 
to purchase gasoline. He and Miss 
Braithwaite alighted. 

“T told ’em if they intended to kill 
us they’d have to do it now,” Blair 
related.

APPEAL COURT ORDER

Dr. John H. Allen Got Decree 
While Wife Was in City 
Sanitarium. 


The divorce suit of Dr. John H.

TRENTON, N. J., June: 1—The 
fifth state to do so, New Jersey 
formally ratified today the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to 
repeal the eighteenth amendment. 

The convention vote was 202 to 2. 
Senate President Emerson Rich- 
ards, permanent chairman of the 
convention, announced the result at 
1:07 p. m., less than an hour after 
the convention convened. 

The only two dry delegates, Sam- 
uel Iredell of Bridgeton and W. E. 
Thomas of Milford, shouted “No” 
loudly when their names were 
called. The other delegates laughed. 

Richards asserted the country 
had passed through a “moral civil 
war,” and in voting to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment was now ex- 
punging “ from our Constitution a 
political and moral heresy.” 

“Our Constitution.” he said, “is 
only a power of attorney, signed by 
the people, giving to the represent- 
atives limited powers. Laws gov- 
erning the people have no place in 
such a document. 

“If, for no other reason, the 
eighteenth amendmentt should nev- 
er have been written onto our Con- 
stitution, today, not by revolution 
—not by bloody strife, but by a de- 
termined, clear-thinking and _  re- 
solved citizenry, we strike from 
that Constitution the dangerous ad- 
venture which has so nearly 
wrecked our ship of state.” 

Eight states have voted to tatify 
the proposal to repeal the eight- 
eenth amendment, but only five of 
q these, Wisconsin, Michigan, Rhode 
Island, Wyoming ‘and New Jersey 
have formally ratified it. The other 
states are New York, Delaware and 
Nevada. The next state election on 
repeal will be in Illinois next Mon- 
day.

WHEAT CROP IN MISSOURI 
REPORTED GOOD TO EXCELLENT 


Corn Making Progress, Rainfall 
Hinders Work in Many 
LAcalities. 

The Missouri wheat crop is in 
good to excellent condition except 
where damaged by water in the 
lowlands, the weekly weather and 
crop bulletin of the Weather Bu- 
reau said today.

“With temperature and sunshine 
averaging nearly normal, the week 
was rather favorable for crop 
growth,” the report said, “but the 
rainfall was again adverse in many 
localities, with showers on sev-¢ral 
days, which seriously hindered field 
work. Weeds and grass flourishe4 
and were getting a strong hold in 
many fields.” 

There is much replanting of corn. 
In some sections only 50 to 75 per 
cent has been planted. Wheat needs 
sunshine and is heading generally. 
Early oats are heading generally 
and the condition varies from fair 
to excellent.

Opposing recall of the authority 
given the President, Byrnes said 
the cuts announced for July 1 
would not go into effect, that they 
were being revised upward at the 
direction of the President. 

In addition, he said the President 
was appointing a committee to visit 
hospitals througheut the country 
and report any injustices. This 
committee, he added, would be in- 
structed to see to it that all avail- 
able beds wefe utilized. 

He said the President also had 
ordered a review of presumptive 
cases to prevent any veteran being 
removed from service-connected in- 
jury lists “by a presumption.” 

Urges Review First. 

“It would be futile to put new 
money into the bill until these re- 
views are made,” Byrnes said, ad- 
ding sufficiant appropriations were 
included to care for any increases 
the President might determine upon 
for the first half of the new fiscal 
year. 

If further funds were needed, he 
said, these could be appropriated at 
the next regular session of Con- 
gress. 

Senator McAdoo (Dem.), Califor- 
nia, joined hie colleague, Senator 
Johnson, in favoring corrective leg- 
islation and. reiterated a plea for 
the bonus. 

McAdoo said he had voted for 
paying the bonus by issuance of 
Treasury notes in the belief that in 
some measure it would “correct the 
injustices which I thought might be 
perpetrated under the economy, act.”

REORGANIZATION 


| OF GOVERNMENT 
~ OFF FOR A WHILE 


In Face of Disagreement 
Among Advisers’ and 
Strong Opposition, 


FEW MINOR CHANGES 
TO BE MADE SOON 


But General Program Is 
Held for Further Study, 
as Have Been All Similar 
Proposals,

WASHINGTON, June 1-—8So 
many difficulties have been en- 
countered by the President's advis- 
ers on his proposed wholesale re- 
organization of the Government de- 
partments that the scheme, except 
for minor details, has been aban- 
doned for the present. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made at the White House yester- 
day, with the additional informa- 
tion that the President this week 
would send to Congress six to eight 
executive orders covering relatively 


' small changes in the departmental 


set-up. It was said that any 
changes decided upon would be 
made gradually, Director of the 


ecnclusion, after weeks of study, 
that it would be inadvisable to at- 
tempt a sweeping reconstruction at 
one time. 

The President is said to have be- 
come convinced that further study 
is required. He holds, according to 
the White House announcement, 
that the potential economies through 
reorganization are not so important 
as the hoped-for gain in efficiency. 

All this means that the plan 
drawn up by the President’s advis- 
ers, like all. previous plans of the 
sort, has run into strong opposition 
and that further efforts will be 
made to reconcile conflicting views. 
From sources other than the White 
House, it was learned that various 
heads of departments have objected 
vigorously to the tentative draft of 
the reorganization proposals, and 
that opposition to different features 
has been voiced by influential C.on- 
gressmen. 

Presumably, all changes other 
than those proposed by the Presi- 
dent this week will go over to the 
regular session of Congress next 
January. 

Secretary of Commerce Roper, 
who has had a large part in work- 
ing out reorganization plans, sa‘d 
the shifts to be made foy the forth- 
coming orders were lof the most 
obvious character. One of these, he 
indicated, was the transfer of the 
Bureau of Mines from the Com- 
merce back to the Interior Depart- 
ment, where it was formerly 
lodged. ' 

Roper said no effort would be 
made at present to carry out the 
idea of a transportation division 
within the Commerce Départment, 
to deal with land, water and air 
means of transport, as this whole 
matter was too complex for settle- 
ment without additional study. 

Roper also disclosed tha he had 
suggested to the President the use 
of the Commerce Department’s 20 
commodity divisions as an “embryo 
organization” for the administra- 
tion of the industrial control fea- 


tures of the pending industrial re- 
covery bill.

JAPAN 10 SAFEGUARD 
SOVIET'S RAIL INTEREST 


Promises Not to Damage Chi- 
nese Eastern Line During 
Fighting in Manchukuo. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, June 1—Japan has 
promised the Soviet Government 
that Russian interests in the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway will not be 
damaged during Japanese military 
operations in Manchuria. 

At the same time Tokio denies 
responsibility for reported “un- 
friendly action” against the rail- 
way, which is jointly operated by 
Russia and Manchukuo, and which 
Russia is willing to sell to Japan. 

In notes exchanged between To- 
kio and Moscow, published yester- 
day, Russia demanded that Japan 
restrain Manchukuo authorities 
and local Japanese officials from 
making conditions along the road 
worse. 4 

Japan, in turn, asked the Soviet 
Government to stop the circulation 
of “baseless calumnies” concerning 
alleged banditry and other lawless- 
ness along the line. 


Professors Protest to League.

earned their living by mining coal. 

Oil and natural gas are today piped to St. Louis 
to displace coal formerly used. The pipeline itself 
displaces countless trains and still further réduces 
the need for coal. Electricity is rapidly growing in 
favor as a cleaner substitute for coal-produced heat 
and power. The use of all three is certain to be ex- 
tended in the near future, that of electricity particu- 
larly, following the Government operation of the gen- 
erating plant at Muscle Shoals. 

Figures tell the story. In 1929 alone, hydro-electric 
power displaced 30,000,000 tons of bituminous coal. 
In 1918, public utility plants used an average of‘3.3 
pounds of coal in producing a kilowatt of power. Ten 
years later, improvements in coal utilization had 
cut the amount required to 1.7 pounds. During the 
same decade, the use of coal substitutes more than 
doubled. In no year since the war has the coal out- 
put equaled that of 1918. A fuel which was recently 
dofiinant is today fast giving way before more at- 
tractive substitutes. 

There is no way. in which coal mining can be re- 
stored to the pre-eminent position which it enjoyed 
15 years ago. Too much has happened, technologic- 
ally, since then. The whole of industrial progress will 
not be stayed for the sake of one industry. History 
presents one instance after another. 

This, however, does not mean that -every possible 
effort should not be made to stabilize the still im- 
portant business of mining coal. Proponents of the 
new industrial planning contend that the Federal 
Government can eliminate much of the friction and 
waste motion which have so long taken a heavy eco- 
nomic toll in our industries. It is the possibility that 
the new leadership can bring this about in the coal 
industry which holds out new hope for those who live 
by means of its production and distribution.

Rome had its gladiatorial combats, with men fight- 
ing to the death against other men or wild beasts. 
This mechanical age has magnified the gaudy spec- 
tacle to pit men against machines. While 100,000 wit- 
nesses applaud, they defy fate by shooting round and 
round an arena at speeds approaching two miles a 
minute, where the slightest error in human judg- 
ment or mechanical construction means almost cer- 
tain death or injury. ** 

The gruesome record of Tuesday’s Indianapolis 
race—three killed in the event itself and two fatali- 
ties in preliminary tests—leads inevitably to the 
question, Is it worth the price? Improvements in 
motor cars come, so it is said, as the result of the 
tests made in the “classic.” But swrely manufactur- 
ers can try out their devices by other means than 
sending them to the crowded speedway. The In- 
dianapolis race may rank high~in’ popular interest 
as a sporting event, but if it is consistent with ciy- 
ilized standards, then our ethical code has risen little 
since the days of gladiatorial combats. 

The race this year was not the first in which sev- 
eral participants have been killed. Almost annually, 
the contest at Indianapolis has taken a fatal toll. For 
the crowd, the race provided a momentary thrill. For 
the families of the five victims, it brought tragedy. In 
neither its contributions to sport or mechanical prog- 
ress is the auto race butchery justifiable.

F OR some time there has been a resolu-

He 
may not single out the aggressor nation, 
lay an émbargo against it and continue to 
let arms and munitions be shipped to its 
opponents. ‘hus the Senate committee has 
in effect refused to give the President power 
to join in the so-called sanctions of peace, 
has refused to let him be the judge as to 
whether the United States should be neu- 
tral. 

For all practical purposes, the amended 
resdlution vetoes the offer recently made 
at Geneva. The offer to consult would still 
remain, but the offer to do something after 
the consultation is virtually nullified. For 
under the resolution, as it now réads, the 
American offer could be carried into effect 
only by act of Congress in each particular 
case.

any nation with a vague and uncertain com- 
mitment as to what we might do in the 


‘ future. 


But even if the responsibility were not 
too great a one for the’ United States to 
assume, it is certainly too great a one for 
any President alone to assume. The abro- 


gation of neutrality ig so near to being an - 


act of war, and in great conflicts so cer- 
tainly leads to war, that the decision should 
be fully and openly shared with Congress. 
If the reasons for intervening are not clear 
enough to convince Congress, they are not 
clear enough to justify the President. And 
if, with the issues unclarified, the Ameri- 
can people not understanding their interest 
in the quarrel, the United States were 
drawn into war, the President might easily 
find himself with his own people divided.

Calcium in the Diet 


Prec: H. C. SHERMAN, as long 


ago as 1911, called attention to 
the fact that the average Amer- 
ican diétary is deficient in calcium. 
Twenty-two years later Le again 
states that “probably a larger pro- 
portion of the ordinary dietaries, 
both of adults and of children, can 
be improved by enrichment in cal- 
cium than in any one chemical ele- 
ment.” 

In substantiation of his state- 
ment, there are the results of a 
study made of the dietary histories 
of more than 4000 patients in the 
New York Hospital. Only two out 
of the 4000 showed an adequate in- 
take of calcium. 

Prof. Sherman took a number of 
rats thriving on what is consid- 
ered an adequate uniform diet. He 
added to this diet milk and vita- 
min G. 

He noted that in these rats there 
was a more rapid and efficient 
growth, a lower death rat® a high- 
er vitality at all agés, and an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the aver- 
age longevity of adults.

University, writing recently on 
“Calcium Need and Calcium Utilfza- 
tion,” suggests that the long-lived 
Bulgarians of Méetchnikoff fame,
